would  have  won^no  matter  v/hat  the  issue  should  be.? 

As  an  educator  you  well  knew  hovT  susceptible  young  people 
are  to  ne'w  viev/s.  Llany  of  his  assertions  and  arguments  were 
no  doubt  r ight.,^!!iere  is  a  time  to  speak  and  a  time  to  be  silent. 
l.Iy  last  reason^ I  am  going  to  give  for  sending  you  this  letter j 
is  to  ask  you  to  lend  a  hand  towards  keeping  the  proffessor 
f 6roEi  spreading  anj'"  more  of  his  viev/s  tliat  are  sure  .'to  cause 

only  dissatisfaction  and  disloyalty.

Proir  nls  utterances  am  froii  nts 
conversations  with  rre  1  should  .ludge  that  he  callevea  in  the  righteousness 
of  our  cause:,  rut  arrarerlly  he  has  teen  extre.Tcly  indiscreet.,  and  we  cannot 
tolerate  indiscretions  ,vjst  now*  'I  hope  that  we  say  te  acle  to  send  other 
lecturers  wno  will  counteract  the  inpression  left  cy  Dr*  Horning*
